Hostated that the [et- 
possibility of snbmitticg papers during the con- 
tinuance of negotiations, combined with “the 
extraordinary and waxccauntable paralysis of 
China, had provoked attacks upon the Govern: 
ment. _Her Majesty's Minlaters had, however, 
adhered sirle'ly to the policy annogiced by bin 
(Mr, Balfour) at Manchester on January r1'b, He 
had stated on that occaslon that Great Briteln's 
Interests In that quarter of the .plobe ‘were of @ 

f gommerctal rather than of m tereitarisl cha- 
yacter, avd thet while the Government desir. 
ed freedom of trade with China for the whole 
world, she would reslet all attempts on tho 
part of other Powers to destroy what bo 
described as ‘an equality of opportunity to 
all countries? In pursuscce of that policy 
Great: Bdtalp had, sald Me Wallour, already 
obtained great commercial con-esfons. Gere 
many’s Inlereats he contisoed, were absolutely 
{dentical with those of Grest Mritals, while, 
wiih regard to Russia, the Goverment did-not 
belleve that country wonld [o any way 
{nterfere with Britain's treaty sights, while hes 
policy or saliway extension jo -Mancheula and of 
open ports was calculated ty prove highly bene. 
ficlalto commerce. ‘I Rosala remained satisfied
